On July 13 the Insurgents under the com-

mand of Mendleta burned the village of
Guaymo and the farm of Guimptio In the dis
trict of Manzan!llo The Inwurgents have
alno burned the village of Heberno In the

provines of Maerto Principe,

A parson who has arrived at Manzanillo
from a place not far from Bayamo, says that
on Thursday Inst he hesrd forty eannon shots
and continued firing from a large body of
Infantry. The firing s supposcd have
bheen from the eolumn commanded by General
Saurez Valdes, which s on is way fram Day-
amo o Hulguin In the provines of Sanliago
de Cuba, for he s known Lo have engaged the
inwurgents on Thursday last,

Relnforcements ol 3,000 troops having ar-
rived nt Manzanillo, thin body of men, with
batteriés of artillery from the elty of Santl-
sgo de Cubia and 2,000 more troops, left lm-
medintely for Bayamo.

Captialn General Martinex de Campos, with
the troops from Holguin and Tunus, had at

his disposal lant Friday a lorce of about
11,000, But there & no denylng the fact
that the eltnation s very grave. The In-
rurgents have recelved reinforcements from
different parts of the provines of Bantiago
e Cubn, and 1t I8 reported that Ceneral
Gomez has arrived at the frontier In eom

mand of the insurgent forces, as general-ip-
chlef,

A band of Insurgents yesterday attacked
the fort at Songo, provinee of Santiago de
Cuba, but the garrison, after an hour's fring,

compelled the enemy lo retive with thelr
dead dnd wounded, From private advices
it I learned that the Insurgent officers,
Major Borrera and Captain Bonilla, were
seriously wounded In the engagement.
Colonel  lequerdo  dlspersed at  Aslento
Viejo and  Zuago the Insugent binds
commanded by Zonyns, The InEur-
Eoents Teft two toend and one

wounded on the field and the troops captured
neveral horses. Isquerdo Is oontinuing the
pursuit of the bands. The latter are making
thelr way toward Puerto Principe.

A combined force of regular troops
voluntesrs hag routed and  dispersed
fneurgent band commanded by Comte,
the Insurgent brigadiers, Suares and Bers
mudez, in the Immedinte nelghborbood of
Camajuanl. The Insurgents lokt four killed
and three wounded, A detachment of volun-
teers has dispersed & hand of ten Insurgents
killing one of them at Yabucito in the
Bgulda district.

CAMPOS OUTGENERALED,

LONDON, July 23.—The Times, in addi-
tion to its dispatel from Havana outlining
the situstion of afalrg there, saying that
yellow fever and dysentery are cauxing great
mortality among the Spoanish troops, an-
nounesd thit the rebels have cut the rallway
bridges, thus isolating Puerto Principe, and
that Maceo Is threatening an attack on Man-
ganillo, pubiliehes a long letter from Havana,
dated June 6, giving a history of the Cuban
rebelllon, The writer says: At overy turn
Gomez bhas outgeneraled Campos,  Gomezx
has rafsed the revolt all over the wholg is-
land, thus foreing Campos to scatter his sol-
diers over a wide aren. I Bpain wishes to
quell the rebellion she must prepare for a
long occupation of the Igland by a large foree,
The correapondent adds that after months of
study of the movement he Is able to state
that “Beyond the narrow clrcle of aMclaldom
and group of Spanlardd Adlrectly benefliing
by the eommercial relations Imposed by
Spain, 1 have not heard o slogle good word In
favor of Spanish rale. Almost every Cuoban
who hag not openly joined the revalt is ready
to give Spaln a sly stick If he can do so
without danger to himself.”

NEW YORK, July =It i an open secret
that preparations are belng made to send an
expedition to Cuba ot the enrllest opportunity
of the revolutionary party In this clty, Gen-
eral Rafael De Quesada publicly announced
that he would assume command of the first
expedition to start for the Islands. For some
time past owners of vessels have made over-
tures to the leaders of the revolutionlsts in
New York, many offering thelr vessels for lm-
medinte sale. It I8 generally understood that
within the past day or two a sultable vessel
has been seected and purchased by this com-
mittee, The lenders of the movement Inf this
oity decline to discuss the subject, but the
Cuban patriots who are not Identified with
the party as leaders had all heard of the
purchase., Nelther the name of the vessol
nor the name of the port where she |8 now
Iying could be learned,

General Quesadn, secretiry of the revolu-
tlonary party In this city, said today: “'Dis-
patehes from Madrid say General Campos ad-
vocites sending Genoerals Weller and Polavieja
to assist in the work of the present rebelllon
Both these men have records us tyrants and
brutes and many storles are told of their in-
humanity.'”

genernl uprising In the provines of Matanzas,
which has beem tn a restless condition. The
defest of the Spunish troops when Santo-
elldes was killed has given an Impetus to the
revolution, eapecially in the provinee
of Bantiago de Cuba, where the lron miners
have joined the rebels. 1 have seen a letier
from Geners! Gomez explaining his reason
for the proclamation forbidding work on the
plantations for the supply of provisions to
the town. He says that while Spain obtains
sufficlent revenue from Cuba to pay her sol-
diers, the oMcials will continue to rule
When the revenue oceases they will retire
This practically means (st the insurgents
are preparing to ruln the whole lslanl in
order 1o force Spaln's hands off of it.

Every fall for a number of
vears Colonel Ricks hus spent geveral months
hunting In the very heart of the Jackson Hole
country 4and he knows that wild ¢orner of the
state ns thoroughly as any trapper.

soll the privilege of leating the lands trom
the Indians under such restrictions as will
proteet them from Imposition, placing It be-
yond the power of the agent In charge of
the Indians to favor special friends or to
vitit his vengeance on parties who have sim-
ply contended for what they believe Is right
nud just,

Jennewein of the settlers' committes thon
offered to the commisgion a resolution passed
at a meeting held In June lagt, whereln they
solemnly declured that they “helleved a oon-
fplracy was in exlstence to exact from the
tilire of the soil money contrury Lo law
and not knowing from what persong to lease
lands, and desiring to avoid complications
which now confront us, and dosiring to lease
our lands without the intervention of any
middléman whatever, ench of us Is willing to
lonse and pay for our lunds according to the
lnw and the regulations of the Interlor de-
partment am #oon as these laws gnd regu-
lations ean be determined, we band ourselves
info an organization and bind ourselves to
pay each hils proper ahare of the expensge of
h st at law.*

INTERESTS OF FLOURNOY PROPLE.

This Important bill of rights was slgned by
clghty-six actual settlors, Jenneweln statesd
there were 113 Flournoy settlers In pousession
representing nearly 150000 acres of  land,
which they held under lease and on which
they were paying a yearly rental,

Treasurer Meyers of the Flournoys company
stited that over one<hslf the rental had been
pild on this year's leages, and all on last
year to the Indians, He made the offer to
the commisslon to cancel all noles for lease
held on Interest provided the actual settlers
be allowed to go on. the land snd harvest
their crops, which are In splendid condition
for the first time In three years,

Jenneweln again got the ear of the tribunal
and made the startling assertion that the
agent was fuvoring a nuwmber of middlemen,
Juhn Beck, Tom Ashford, John Ashford, F, B,
Hutching of Sioux Clty, Blenkiron of HBan-
croft, B. J. Smith of Herman, and MoKnight
of the Winnebugo ageney, who were holding
off the settlers. This Jenneweln was asked
ta show by evidence, which he agreed 1o do
In the morning, -

He staled that at leust fAfty settlers had
beon approached by the men to reloase from
them, and afidavits he promigsed would be In
diape for the commiassion, Senwtor Thruston
at thie jupeture told the crowd that the dele
gatlan was here to hear evidence, and every-
thing would be conducted in the most publio

manner. *We can't make rullngs and we
ecan't sune orders, bt we are hera to lsten
to all “ldes, that intelligent dctlon may be

taken, and the common people protected.*

The commisisan will meet the Omaha In-
dlans tomorrow marning and will enjoy the
novelty of sitting about the camp fires of the
Winnebagors tomorrow nlght, Thursday an-
other sesaslon will be held in the clty hall, at
which time evidence In rebuttal will be tiken,

Twenty-five persons have boen evicted from
the land, representing some 5,000 weres. The
Interest this meeting I8 creating I wide-
spread, and the whole of the Omaba tribe will
be out tomorrow for a grand pow wow with
the big white chiefs.
